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FRENCH TROOPS POURING THROUGH ALPS 


Friendly Relations of' Years 
Strained Because of Trade 
Restrictions

T H E HAGUE, Nov. 27.— A eerioue 
strain in the traditionally friendly re­ 
latione between Holland and America 
looms large today. 
Strict enforcement of America’s ex­ 
port restrictions has affected not only 
the stomachs and minds of the Hol­ 
landers but has tempered their high 
regard for democratic America. Diplo­ 
matic negotiations are now 
in 
pro­ 
gress. 
Meanwhile public sentiment in 
Holland is daily becoming more bit­ 
ter against America, for what is re­ 
garded here as an incomprehensibly 
heartless attitude. 
Realizing that the situation present­ 
ed to Holland by the American em­ 
bargo restrictions—a matter of actual 
life and death here—is little under­ 
stood in the United States, the corres­ 
pondent of the United 
Press 
today 
sought the Dutch point of view from 
the man situated to outline it— Dr. 
( ’ort Van Der Linden, premier of The 
Netherlands. 
Asks Fair Treatment 
In a phrase, ns he expressed it, Hol­ 
land desires only that America shall 
apply to her Prewident W ilson’s an­ 
nounced principle cl fair treatment 
to small nations and resi>ect of their 
rights. 
‘Holland s "grand old man” has here­ 
tofore declined all interviews since 
the start of the war. 
But he was ea­ 
ger to give Holland’s version of her 
difficulties with the 
United 
States, 
seizing the opportunity to appeal to 
the American people. 
He said Hol­ 
land’s feeling of resentment against 
America wen "easy to explain.” 
“ W e Dutch nationals.” he continued, 
“ unreservedly believe President 
W il­ 
son’s idealistic messages. 
Respond to Messages 
“ They found a warm response in 
our country. Therefore, we do not un­ 
derstand America's attitude toward a 
nation striving for perfect neutrality 
aud frying to save the nucleus of in­ 
ternational law by reminding belliger­ 
ents violating ber rights or interests, 
of the rules which the best and most 
responsible lawyers in the world codi­ 
fied. 
“America— the America which took 
e leading part in this work of civiliza­ 
tion— now detains tho ships of small 
neutrals. 
She 
withholds 
foodstuffs 
and raw materials. 
After a time there 
w ill be no bread left in Holland and 
unemployment will reach a proportion 
dangerous to the public order. 
“ Do you wonder, then, that this na­ 
tion resents America's policy? 
Re­ 
sents America’s policy of guarantees 
that imported cereals shall not be re­ 
exported, when they Are, in fact, con­ 
signed 
to 
the 
Dutch 
government, 
through The 
Netherlands’ 
overseas 
trust? 
W e resent this policy when 
the best guarantee of our good faith 
is the fact that we ourselves need the 
supplies so badly.” 
Tile premier paused, vigorously em- 
phazing his point.

been reflected in the water surround­ 
ing the seat of the counts of Holland.

Premier Van Der Linden is the only 
prime minister in Europe who has 
held his position 
as

He is beloved of Holland. 
His name is connected with one of the 
most important reforms of the Dutch 
constitution since Holland 
regained 
her independence. 
A former universi­ 
ty professor, he ha*? been a leading 
spirit of the government, a symbol of 
the nation’s conscience in the war and 
a leader whose policies have been en­ 
dorsed by a unanimous parliament. 
He typifies the Hollanders’ hope that 
the nation may emerge from the war­ 
time with full independence and with 
national integrity strengthened by a 
clean conscience— mentally 
prepared 
for the peaceful struggle to come. 
Equal Exchange

Santa Ana s first tourist hotel— a $120,000 project— 
will be under construction by the first of the coming year, ac­ 
cording to the statement of those who have been at the head 
of the movement since it started nearly a year ago. At a con - j 
ference yesterday afternoon of people who have subscribed, 
to the fund for the erection of the hotel, plans were made for! 
completing the financing of the project within the next ten! 
days or two weeks. 
It will be erected on the Bailey prop- j 
erty on North Broadway, opposite the court house, conceded 
to be one of the best tourist hotel sites in the city. 
Plans have been under way for the past year, the mat-, 
ter first taking definite shape at conferences at the office of I 
R. L. Bisby of men who are interested in the continued de-1 
velopment of the city and surrounding territory. 
Bisby and i 
0. L, Halsell have had the preparations of the hotel plans and 
the raising of the funds in hand for several months and have 
devoted much of their time to the project with results that 
have placed it beyond a possibility into the rank of certainty, i 
The estimated cost of the hotel is $100,000. The site is to 
cost $20,000. 
An option was secured on the property from Mrs. J. G. ? 
Bailey nearly a year ago, the option being paid monthly, with j 
Bisby and Halsell furnishing the funds. The site has a front-1 
age on Broadway of 198 feet and a depth of 250 feet, ex- j 
tending to Birch street. It is immediately north of the First! 
Christian church. 
Palm trees that featured the place fori 
many years will not be disturbed in the building plans. 
The structure is to be of brick, four stories high, with i 
eighty-four rooms. It will be 110 feet by 135 feet, and will j 
be located seventy-five feet back from Broadway, twenty- 
two feet from the north line, forty feet from Birch street and 
sixty-six feet from the south line, leaving room op the latter 
side for the building of an annex should it become necessary 
in the future.
